Colonel Bingham Makes
Detailed Report of the
Various Changes.

MANSION ALL BUT REBUILT

Interior Remodeled and Modernized—
Attic Made Habitable and Entire:
Structure Repaired and Improved—
Some Notable Changes Made. ]

Gevueral Gillespie, Chief of Engineers,
has received a report from Colonel Bing-
bam, the engineer officer in charge” of
the public bufldings and grounds, in re-
gard to the progress n the work in the
reconstruction of the White House and
the building of an office for the clerieal
foree of the President. Colonel Bing-
bam says in detail, as follows:

“The work in progress for making al-
{erations in and additions to the Execu-
tive Manslon was continued, the follow-
ing being the work accomplished during
the month:

“Wesl terrace (formerly substructure
of conservatoryi—Cement floors were
Jaid in all of the rooms under the ter-
race and all the partition walls lathed
and plastered with three coais. A Dpos-
eageway was formed for a private en-
trance to the new office bullding. A
Jarge arch was tnken out at the east
end and three large 1 beams put in its
Place.

Chaanges in Basement.

“Basement floor—The boiler pit was
completed, the boiler set in place, aud
the pipe connections made, The stew-
ard’s room was divided into three rooms
with stud and metal Inth and plaster
partition. All the plaster throughout
the basement was repaired. Two arches
under the south portico were walled up
with cut stone to form toilet rooms. The
ceiling at the east end of the corridor
was changed from a flat celling to one
with groined arches to correspond with
that in the remainder of the corridor. The

doorway at the east end of the corridor
wus enlarged. The new stairway lead-
ing from the small kitchen to the but-
ler's paniry on the first floor was parti-
tioned off. The work of connecting up
water and heating pipes was continuad,

“*Enst terrate (pew)—The foundations
for this terrace have been completed
and the stone base course laid. Excava-
tions have been made for a circular
driveway to lead from the east Executive
Avenue to the entrance to the terrave.
During the progress of this excavation a
terra coa conduit comaining the leje-
graph and telephone cebles which con-
nect the marsion with the Treasury De-
partment ard the State, War and Navy
Department: was uncovered and it was
Jowered and placed beneath the propos-
ed surface of the pew readway, and o
